Among the men who were lynched 
there may have been some who did 
not actually fire at Hennessey, but it 
is not pretended there were any who 
were not members of the detestable 
society that desired his death.

They have been 
somewhat more severely punished 
than if they had been leniently dealt 
with.”

Great Loss of Life. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 


Grprattar, March 17.—The British 
steamer Utopia, from Italian ports, 
bound to New York with 700 Italian 
emigrants aboar?, collided to-day with 
the British ironclad Rodney, anchored 
in Gibraltar bay, and sank soon after. 
A southeast gale was blowing at the 
time. Many women and children 
were drowned. A large number cling- 
ing to the rigging have been rescued 
by boats from the channel squadron. 

On entering the bay the Utopia, be- 
fore colliding with the Rodney, ran 
into the British ironclad Anson. The 
Utopia sank within a few minutee. 
Boats were immediately lowered fron: 
the British ironclads and alsofrom the 


These 
boats rescued 180 persons, who are 
now on board various vessels. Many 
others who were rescued were lodged 
in the Government building on shore. 

GIBRALTAR, March 18.—It is now 
believed that the loss of life by the 
sinking of the steamer Utopia, yester- 
day, will reach 570. 

Another account of the disaster at- 
tributes it to the fact that the: British 
war-ship Anson wag drifting before 
the ga'e and rammed the Utopia abaft 
the funnel. The Utopia was impaled 
on the spur of the Anson’s ram and 
almost immediately sank. lLvery- 
thing possible. was done by the offi- 
cera and seamen. Four seamen were 
washed overboard and drowned from 
one of the war-ship’s steam.. launches 
while taking part inthe rescue. The 
scene after the collision was a fright- 
fulone. One side of the sinking ship 
was crowded with 700 immigrants 
shrieking with terror. 

Right and left of the sinking vessel 
were the monster battle ships, Rodney. 
and Anson, pouring the light of their 
powerful electric reflectors upon the 
disabled steamship. Here and there 
were the war ships small boats, man- 
ned by blue jackets who strained 
every nerve as they bent to the oars 
in the heavy sea, striving gallantly to 
reach the drowning passengers. The 
rescued passengers are estimated to 
number about 200, possibly more. 
They were cared for on the war ships 
or taken ashore and housed in the 
government buildings. At this -hour 
(3:30 ep. m.), the number of persons. 
saved is said to be 331 and the loss of 
life about 400, possibly less. Already 
thirty-two. bodies have been recovered. 
Divers from the war ships are at work 
above the spot where the Utopia sank, 
seeking to recover dead bodies. 

4 vr. m.—The divers and boat’s crew 
who have been at work all day in the 
efforts being made by the British 
naval authorities to recover as many 
as possible of the bodies of the passen- 
gers and crew of the sunken steamer 
Utopia, have at this hour recovered 
90 bodies. Among those saved from 
the sinking vessel by the boats of the 
merrol-war were twenty of the Uto- 
pia’s crew. ©. G. Davis of Boston, 
a saloon passenger, is among those re- 
ported as missing. The officers of the 
H. M. 8. Anson stated the Utopia 
fouled with the ram of the Anson and 
thus caused the damage which resulted 
in the passenger steamer sinking. The 
Anson’s officers assert that no blame 
can be attached to the war vessel. 

Loxpon, March 18.—The agents in 
this city of the Anchor Line, to which 
the Utopia belonged, have been in- 
formed that the Utopia was struck 
abaft the engine and that she sunk 
stern foremost five minutes after the 
collision in seven fathoms of water. 
The agents announce they find it diffi- 
cult to ascertain the exact number of 
lives lost, but they say. that 130 
Italians were saved, that eight bodies 
have been washed ashore, and that 
there are 173° rescued from 
the Utopia alive.

Ourious and Artistic Ancient Time- 
pieces.

Some of the earliest watches were 
made about the beginning of the six- 
teci.t': century and were, of course, at 
that time considered marvels of skill. 
These first pocket-clocks, says the New 
York Journal, were made of ‘almost 
any shape except round and had but 
one hand and required winding twice a 
aday. Some of them in addition to re- 
gording the hour of the day, were per- 
fect almanacs, giving the day of the 
month, the changes of the moon, the 
rising and setting of the sun and other 
items of useful informatiop.

allow the sounding of the passing 
| hours to be heard, as they are struck 
upon a silver bell in the interior, 

A large number of the earlier watches 
were of an oval shape, though some re- 
semble those of the present day. The 
poet Milton’s watch—upon the face of 

which his name in full is engraved thus: 

args Miltoni, 1631—may be seen in the 

British Museum as well as two said to 
| belong to Oliver Cromwell. The case of 
(one of these is made of silver, and is 
| ornamented at the top with the pro- 
tector’s initials, ‘‘O. C.,” and at the bot- 

tom is a representation of a curved 
sword, which, doubtless, is intended to 
' denote that the owner belonged to the 
army. 

There are many old-fashioned time- 
pieces in the same collection. Most of 
these were made during the seventeenth 
| century, and are in the form of skulls, 
| Crosses, bells and various fruits. There, 
also, is a very curious German book- 
| sh aped watch made about the year 1680, 
it is made of silver and when cl 
resembles a tiny book with the cover 
| beautifully ornamented, as was the fash- 

ion in those days. When opened the 


| face of the watch is disclosed. 


| Among other peculiar watches in this 
‘collection is one that was made in 


| France between the years 1620 and 16380, 


It is in the form of a dog, resting. A 
‘little catch under the forepaws of the 
| dog secures the outer case, and so we are 

not permitted to have a glimpse at the 

face of this curious watch. 
King George IIL. was on one occasion 
| presented with a remarkable watch, as 

a birthday present. It was less than an 
'ineh in diameter, weighed no more than 
_asixpence and repeated the hours, quar- 
| ters and even the half-quarters. This 
beautiful time-piece was designed and 

made by a watch-maker named Arnold; 

and it is related that the King was so 

delighted with the gift that he sent im 

return a note of thanks and a sum of 
five hundred guineas. It is said that 
the clever workman was afterward of- 
fered more than a thousand pounds by 
'the Emperor of Russia for a duplicate 
of the little marvel; but he refused to 
make another even for that large sum 
of money. 

Another very small watch was for- 
merly the property of King George III, 
It is set in a ring, and the dial, which is 
about the size of a sixpence, is surround- 
ed with very small diamonds, with a 
large diamond on each side. It is of 
exquisite workmanship, and must have 
| cost a large sum of money. 

Some curious watches were made 
many years ago for enabling a person to 
tell the time during the night by-merely 


e | feeling the. face of the watch. These 


were called ‘“‘touch watches,” and had 
only one hand, with raised pins at each 
hour, so that a person could feel the 
time at night. 

Then there were the curious old-fash- 
ioned table watches. These were usual- 
ly construeted with a kind of dome, and 
were much larger than the watches in 
ordinary use, being made especially for 
use at table. 


A “HARD-UP”" MILLIONAIRE. * 


An Instance of the Hardships of Wealthy 
Men. 

Can a millionaire be “hard up?” I 
never supposed that such a thing was 
possible until the other day, says a New 
York Star writer, when I met in lower 
Broadway a prominent gentleman 
whose wealth, expressed in Arabic fig- 
ures, runs into seven numbers. This 
gentleman is a resident of a near by 
New England city, and is prominent in 
railway matters and well known for 
his charitable works. He carried a 
large valise, and when stopping to chat 
with him I casually asked if he was 
about to take a journey. He laughed, 
and told me that he was only going as 
far as the office of a big trust company 
in the street, and added that the bag 
contained a lot of railroad and other 
bonds. ‘The fact is,” added he, ‘TJ 
have to borrow some money. You see,” 
he continued, ‘‘some years ago I built a 
waterworks system in a new town up 
in Washington Territory. The plant 
was ample to supply a place of five to 
ten thousand inhabitants and a good 
paying investment. Somehow, people 
crowded into that region so fast that, 
before I knew where I stood, the place 
had grown from six or seven thousand 
‘souls to nearly twenty thousand. If 
have to enlarge the works to meet this 
existing demand and to provide for the 
fifty thousand inhabitants who will be 
there inside of two or three years. It 
costs a heap of money to do so, and to 
tell you the truth, keeps me ‘hard up’

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CHANGING. MEX! MEXICAN COINS. 7 : 
| Values and Designs as Will Probably. Be 


Slightly Altered by the Repablic. 

General Pacheco, the Masten 1 Min- 
ister of Public Works, has recently sub- 
mitted to ¢he Mexican Congress a re- 
port on the proposed changes in the 
coinage with a bill to carry them into 


Herald, says that the design on the 
Mexican dollar should be much better 
as a precaution against counterfeiting. 
The present design was adopted in 1823,, 
and an unsuccessful attempt was made 
to. improve it in 1867. That failure and 
the report that Asiatic countries would 
not accept the new coin impelled Con- 
gress to re-establish the old design, which 
was done so completety that the sub- 
stitute bore the words ‘“‘ocho [eight] 
reales” instead of a decimal subdivision, 
while the fineness of the silver was ex- 
pressed in “‘dinero” and “‘grammes.” 

In order to improve the current silver 
dollar ‘“un peso” (one dollar) are to take 
the place of ‘ocho reales.” Instead of 
indicating the fineness in ‘‘dineros” and 
“grammes,” it will be expressed by a 
simple decimal number. To do so a 
slight change will be made in the fine- 
ness, which will be 0.903 instead of 
0.9277. The present design will be bet- 
ter executed and rendered more artistic. 

General Pacheco says that he would 
like to reform the monetary system of 
the Republic and put it on a more scien- 
tific basis, but he has decided to make 
only these changes, because the Mex- 
ican dollar is not only the basis 
of the National coinage, but it is 
also quoted: im the principal markets 
of the world and is current in Asiatic 
countries and evén in some of the Antil- 
les. As regards small currency, it is 
proposed to coin a new piece—20 cents. 
The design of the 20, 10 and 5-cent 
pieces will bé similar to that on the dol- 
lar. The coining of 50-cent and 25-cent 
pieces is to be discontinued, as they do 
not harmonize with the decimal system. 

In respect to gold it has been deemed 
expedient to make some important 
changes. General Pacheco says: ‘In 
the first place it is proposed to raise 
the fineness from .875 to .900, the former 
grade being an exception for which 
there is no warrant. In the next place 
this would place the two metals in the 
ratio of 1 to 15%, which is the legal 
ratio in several nations. Besides, this 
would lessen the depreciation of silver, 
which now stands in the ratio of 1 to 
16%.” 

In the interest of silver no smaller 
gold piece than $5 is to be coined. The 
design of the gold coin is to be improved 
and altered. On the obverse it will re- 
semble the silver coin, but on the re- 
verse will be the bust of Hidalgo, in 
order that no one may mistake a gold 
coin for a silver one. 

Coppet.coima.will bear on the obverse 
the National arms, as on the silver: dol- 
lar. The executive is to be empowered 
to use bronze instead of pure copper, 
as it wears better and is not likely to 
be melted down foy use in the arts. 

The bill which General Pacheco has 
prepared declares that the monetary 
unit shall be the silver dollar, .903 fine 
and 27.078 grammes in weight—that is, 
as at present. ‘The executive is given 
ample authority to carry the bill into 
effect.
